Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the §101 rejections, the amendments 
have not been entered, however, they do not appear to alter the interpretation that a computer readable medium can be a signal. 
Regarding the rejections under the written description requirement, the arguments are based on amendments that have not been entered. 
Regarding the rejections under the enablement requirement, binary format is a fairly broad term, and can have different meanings in a 
different context, and the specification does not provide any guidance as to that context nor what conversion is taking place. This 
conversion is the one of the main features of the invention, and it is not disclosed. Applicant only points at another piece of prior art. This 
does not necessarily prove the specification enables one of ordinary skill in the art to make and use the invention. 
Regarding the rejections in view of Blair, Applicant's argument hinges on that "According to Blair, the same process may be used for any 
device of STB 103 as described in paragraph 20" (Remarks, 06/15/2007, p. 23). Blair does not appear to state such language. What 
Blair teaches is a specific embodiment, which is specific to that client. Applicant alleges a disconnect between paragraphs 16 and 20. 
However, a reference may be relied upon for all that it would have reasonably suggested to one having ordinary skill the art Merck & Co. 
V. Biocraft Laboratories, 874 F.2d 804, 10 USPQ2d 1843 (Fed. Cir.), cert, denied, 493 U.S. 975 (1989). Blair does not disclose that these 
embodiments are mutually exclusive, and one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention would have no reason to that think that 
they were. .
